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WNBq,  CHICAGO,  BECOMES  WORLD'S 
FIRST  ALL-COLOR  TV  STATION 


APRIL  15  DEDICATION  TO  BE  MARKED  BY  SPECIAL  CEREMONIES 
INCLUDING  NATIONAL  COLORCAST  ON  »WIDE  WIDE  WORLD' 


FOR  RELEASE  MONDAY  A,M.,  APRIL  2 

The  dedication  of  WNBQ  (Channel  5)i  Chicago,  as  the  world's 
first  all-color  television  station  will  take  place  Sunday,  April  15, 
with  ceremonies  at  NBC's  headquarters  in  the  Merchandise  Mart. 

Robert  W.  Sarnoff ,  President  of  the  National  Broadcasting 
Company,  will  Inaugurate  WNBQ's  color  service  on  a  colorcast  segment 
of  NBC's  "Wide  Wide  World"  program  at  approximately  5:15  p.m.,  EST 
(4:15  p.m.,  CST ) .  A  nationwide  audience  will  witness  the  establishment 
of  this  notable  milestone  in  the  development  of  color  television. 

Jules  Herbuveaux,  NBC  Vice  President  and  General  Manager  of 
WNBQ  and  its  sister  radio  station  WMAQ,  will  be  host  to  several  hundred 
prominent  guests  at  the  inauguration.  These  will  include  local,  state 
and  federal  government  officials;  civic,  educational,  religious  and 
business  leaders;  RCA  and  NBC  executives  and  representatives  of  NBC 
affiliate  stations  across  the  country. 

The  stations'  guests  will  view  the  Inauguration  ceremony  on 
RCA  color  television  receivers  installed  in  the  Merchants  and  Manu- 
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facturers  Club  of  the  Mart,  and  afterwards  will  be  conducted  on  tours 
of  WNBQ’s  color  studios  and  other  facilities. 

WNBQ’s  dedication  comes  as  a  climax  to  the  station's 
$1,250,000  color  conversion  project  which  got  underway  last  November. 

It  was  on  Nov.  3^  1955^  that  Brig.  General  David  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  the  Radio  Corporation  of  America,  announced  that  WNBQ 
had  been  selected  for  this  pioneering  "first"  in  color  television. 

At  that  time.  General  Sarnoff  described  the  WNBQ  color 
project  as  an  Integral  part  of  the  RCA-NBC  move  to  "break  through  the 
black  and  white  curtain"  to  speed  the  advance  of  color  television  as 
a  regular  program  service  to  the  public. 

The  selection  of  WNBQ  was  a  salute  to  the  importance  of 
Chicago  as  the  nation's  second  largest  market  and  further  recognition 
of  the  key  position  of  the  Chicago  stations  in  the  NBC  operation  and 
in  the  broadcasting  industry  generally. 

A  few  hours  after  the  dedication,  WNBQ  will  swing  into  the 
premiere  of  its  local  live  studio  color  programming  with  the  Sunday 
night  "Four-Star"  period  from  10  to  10:45  p.m.  being  telecast  in 
compatible  color.  Monday  morning,  April  I6,  the  station  will  begin 
its  dally  five  hours  of  local  colorcasting  with  Everett  Mitchell's 
"Town  and  Farm" program  at  6:45  a.m. 

The  three  major  areas  of  local  live  color  on  weekdays  will 
be  from  12  noon  to  2  p.m.,  5  to  6:30  p.m,,  and  10  to  11  p.m.  In 
addition  all  of  Channel  5's  live  station  breaks  will  be  telecast  in 
color.  Coupled  with  regular  network  colorcasts  and  color  spectaculars, 
WNBQ  initially  will  be  offering  about  seven  hours  a  day  of  color  to  the 
Chicago  market. 
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Under  the  RCA  compatible  color  system,  of  course,  all  of  the 
station's  program  fare  will  be  seen  in  high  quality  black  and  white  on 
existing  black  and  white  receivers. 

The  only  programs  not  to  be  colorcast  will  be  network  black 
and  white  shows,  local  remotes  and  some  film  presentations. 

The  station  will  operate  seven  color  camera  chains,  five  for 
live  studio  programs  and  two  color  film  projectors,  for  35  and  l6  mm 
films . 

Studio  A,  largest  in  NBC's  Chicago  plant,  is  near  completion. 
This  studio,  and  an  adjoining  radio  studio  which  has  been  converted  to 
color,  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  color  rehearsals  and  program  testing 
by  April  7.  "A"  and  its  satellite,  vihich  can  be  used  as  one  or  two 

studios,  and  which  total  over  5^000  square  feet  of  space,  comprise  the 
most  modern  and  functional  color  production  center  in  the  nation. 

The  most  complex  phase  of  the  conversion  Involves  the 
installation  of  electronic  equipment  in  "Color  Central."  A  task  force 
of  80  technicians  is  working  around  the  clock  to  have  this  electronic 
headquarters  ready  by  April  ?.  A  third  smaller  studio  will  be  availa¬ 
ble  for  single  camera  color  shows  and  live  station  breaks  on  April  15. 

After  Studio  A  is  in  service  for  color.  Studio  E,  now 
handling  the  bulk  of  Channel  5‘s  local  black  and  white  live  programming, 
will  be  taken  out  of  service  and  converted  to  color,  giving  the 
station  a  total  of  four  studios. 

V/NBQ's  public  showplace  will  be  the  new  RCA -NBC  Exhibition 
Hall,  located  in  an  enlarged  reception  hall  area  on  the  20th  floor  of 
the  Mart.  In  this  exciting  gallery  of  color  will  be  color  receivers 
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operating  continuously.  Against  its  crisp,  ultra-modern  decor,  will 
be  displays  and  exhibits  showing  a  history  of  the  development  of 
television.  A  huge  electronic  mural  will  graphically  illustrate  how 
color  television  works. 

From  a  viewing  corridor  adjoining  this  area,  visitors  will 
be  able  to  watch  programs  in  production  in  the  color  studios  below.

ROMANIAN  SOCIETIES  OF  AMERICA  HONOR  'CIRCLE  THEATRE*  DRAMA 
BASED  ON  SEIZURE  OF  COMMUNIST  ROMANIAN  LEGATION  IN  BERNE 

The  television  drama,  "Five  Who  Shook  the  Mighty," 
presented  on  NBC-TV’s  ARMSTRONG  CIRCLE  THEATRE  Tuesday, 

March  20,  is  honored  in  a  special  resolution  of  approval  from 
the  Union  and  League  of  Romanian  Societies  of  America. 

The  full -hour  dramatization  was  based  upon  the  actual 
incident  of  five  Romanian  patriots  who,  in  February,  1955> 
seized  and  held  the  Communist  Romanian  Legation  in  Berne, 
Switzerland,  in  a  vivid  protest  against  the  plight  of  their 
people  in  Romania. 

The  fraternal  benefit  society  with  7^  branches  through¬ 
out  the  United  States  and  Canada  condemned  the  "bold  and 
brazen  effort  by  the  Communist  --  controlled  Romanian  Govern¬ 
ment’s  attempt  to  force  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  to 
cancel  the  telecast  program"  and  resolved  that  the  company  be 
congratulated  "for  their  courage  in  bringing  before  the 
American  people  programs  of  this  t3rpe  which  are  informative 
and  actual  facts  of  world  affairs  of  interest  to  all  people  of 
this  country." 

The  five  Romanians  who  seized  the  legation  will  go  on 
trial  in  Berne  in  April.

Alan  W,  Livingston  has  resigned  as  Executive  Vice  President 
of  Capitol  Records,  Inc.,  to  become  President  of  the  Kagran  Corpora¬ 
tion,  a  wholly-owned  subsidiary  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company, 
Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  NBC  President,  announced  today,  Mr.  Livingston 
will  assume  his  new  duties  on  April  15. 

The  Kagran  Corporation  now  includes  NBC  Television  Films, 
which  syndicates  film  series  to  television  stations  and  advertisers 
in  the  United  States  and  foreign  countries.  Kagran  also  handles 
subsidiary  rights  for  various  top  network  properties  and  personalities. 

Mr.  Sarnoff  also  announced  the  addition  to  Kagran  of  a  newly 
created  entertainment  unit  -  the  NBC  Theatrical  Division  -  which  will 
direct  operations  of  both  the  touring  NBC  Opera  Company  and  the  NBC 
Television  Opera  Theatre,  a  major  NBC-TV  network  attraction. 

"Mr.  Livingston’s  wide  experience  in  the  entertainment  field, 
his  close  association  with  leading  performers,  producers  and  agents, 
and  his  outstanding  creative  ability  will  play  a  vital  role  in 
Kagran ’s  future  expansion,"  Mr.  Sarnoff  said.  "He  will  head  up  a 
number  of  important  new  projects  which  are  now  being  blueprinted  for 
Kagran . " 


Mr.  Livingston  will  report  to  Emanuel  Sacks,  Chairman  of  the 

Board  of  Kagran.  He  will  have  offices  in  the  headquarters  of  the  NBC

J.M.  Clifford,  Administrative  Vice  President  of  NBC,  who  has 
been  President  of  Kagran,  has  relinquished  those  duties  in  order  to 
permit  the  appointment  of  an  executive  v^ho  could  devote  full  time  to 
Kagran ‘s  expanding  operations.  Mr.  Clifford  continues  as  a  member  of 
the  Kagran  Board  of  Directors. 

Mr.  Livingston  was  born  in  McDonald,  Pa.,  in  October,  191? . 

He  attended  public  schools  there  and  in  1940  received  his  B.S.  degree 
in  economics  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania's  Wharton  School  of 
Finance  and  Commerce.  Prom  1940  to  1943  he  served  with  the  Calvert 
Distillers  Corp.  in  New  York,  where  he  rose  to  the  position  of  sales 
promotion  manager  for  the  Eastern  Division.  Following  his  service  as 
a  second  lieutenant  with  the  U.S,  Infantry  during  World  War  II,  he 
Joined  Capitol  Records  in  1945  as  an  assistant  in  the  Artists  and 
Repertoire  Department.  His  development  of  children's  recordings 
opened  the  way  for  a  major  expansion  of  this  field  in  the  recording 
industry. 

In  1948,  Mr.  Livingston  was  named  director  of  album  repertoire 
for  Capitol  Records;  in  1949  he  was  elected  a  Vice  President,  and  two 
years  later  he  assumed  charge  of  all  artists  and  repertoire.  He  then 
became  Executive  Vice  President  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  Capitol  Records, 

He  is  married  to  Betty  Hutton,  the  stage,  screen  and  tele¬ 
vision  star.

WIDE  WIDE  WORLD  will  rove  about  the  country  "In  Pursuit  of 
Happiness"  on  Sunday,  April  13 .  (NBC-TV  4-5:30  p.m.,  EST) . 

The  program's  live  TV  cameras  will  take  off  in  pursuit  from 
such  vantage  points  as  the  depths  of  a  Florida  spring,  the  rehearsal 
hall  of  the  upcoming  musical  "Shangri-La,"  and  the  site  of  a  major 
step  forward  in  television. 

That  new  step  is  the  dedication,  by  Robert  W.  Sarnoff, 
President  of  NBC,  of  the  world's  first  all-color  television  station,  -- 
Chicago's  WNBQ.  The  segment  will  be  telecast  in  color. 

At  Silver  Springs,  Fla.,  cameras  will  pick-up  a  water  show 
staged  on  three  subterranean  levels  --  a  show  that  even  includes  an 
underwater  orchestra.

NEW  SALES  PATTERNS  PIONEERED  BY  NBC  ATTRACT  MORE  ADVERTISERS 
TO  NETWORK  TV,  MATTHEW  J.  CULLIGAN  TELLS  SEMINAR 

Network  television  is  attracting  an  ever  broader  base 
of  advertisers  as  a  result  of  new,  flexible  sales  patterns 
pioneered  by  NBC,  Matthew  J.  Culligan,  NBC  Vice  President  and 
Director  of  National  Sales,  told  a  seminar  of  6o  advertising 
students  from  universities  all  over  the  United  States  today.  Mr. 
Culligan  estimated  that  more  than  24o  advertisers  will  use  NBC 
television  this  year,  an  all-time  record  for  any  network. 

The  "magazine  concept"  was  credited  by  Mr.  Culligan 
as  the  main  reason  many  more  advertisers  have  come  Into  network 
television. 

The  students  visited  NBC,  New  York,  as  part  of  the 
observance  of  Inside  Advertising  Week,  conducted  by  the  American 
Association  of  Advertising  Men  and  Women.  Other  speakers  at 
the  NBC  seminar  were  Giraud  Chester,  General  Programming  Ex¬ 
ecutive;  Michael  Horton,  Director  of  Information;  and  Jack 
Landis  of  the  Department  of  Research  and  Planning.

of  NBC  Spot  Sales,  will  succeed  Hamilton  Shea  as  General  Manager  of 
WRCA  and  WRCA-TV.  .  Shea  resigned  Friday,  April  6,  to  join 

Transcontinent  Television  Corporation. 

John  H.  Reber,  Director  of  Television  Sales  in  NBC  Spot 
Sales,  will  succeed  Mr.  McFadden  as  Director  of  NBC  Spot  Sales,  Mr. 
Denny  announced. 


"Mr.  McFadden 's  promotion  is  a  recognition  of  his  out¬ 
standing  leadership  in  building  NBC  Spot  Sales  to  its  present  standing 
in  the  broadcasting  industry,"  Mr.  Denny  said.  "I  have  long  been 
aware  of  his  desire  to  return  to  the  station  management  field  and  I 
welcome  him  to  the  position  of  second-in-comm.and  in  the  NBC  Owned 


Stations  Division.

His  elevation  also  is  an  acknowledgment  of  the  importance 
of  the  New  York  stations  among  the  markets  served  by  NBC  Owned 
Stations . " 

In  population  of  markets  served  by  the  NBC  Owned  Stations, 
the  New  York  stations  represent  upwards  of  50  per  cent  of  the  total. 
WRCA-TV  lists  the  population  of  its  market  area  as  16,636,800,  and 
WRCA  reaches  an  audience  of  17,476,000. 

Mr.  Denny  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  services  of 
Mr.  Shea  and  good  wishes  for  his  success  in  his  new  position. 

Under  Mr.  McFadden ‘s  leadership,  NBC  Spot  Sales  has  grown 
to  the  point  that  it  now  represents  13  television  and  10  radio 
stations  in  major  markets  in  the  United  States  and  Hawaii.  NBC 
Spot  Sales  also  represents  the  Crosley  Broadcasting  Company's  group 
of  radio  and  television  stations  in  Detroit  and  on  the  West  Coast,  and 
Associated  Television  Ltd.,  London,  England. 

Mr.  McFadden  was  elected  a  Vice  President  of  NBC  on 
Dec.  3,  1954.  He  joined  NBC  as  a  member  of  the  guide  staFf  in  1934. 

A  year  later  he  was  promoted  to  the  NBC  newsroom  where  he  was  assigned 
as  a  writer,  and  by  1938  he  had  also  become  a  news  broadcaster. 

After  wartime  service  as  an  Air  Force  pilot,  he  was  dis¬ 
charged  with  rank  of  captain  in  1945. 

Returning  to  NBC,  Mr.  McFadden  rejoined  the  news  staff  and 
in  April,  1946,  v/as  appointed  Director  of  News  and  Special  Events  for 
WRCA  (then  WEAF) .  He  became  Assistant  Manager  of  the  New  York  radio 
station  and  later  was  promoted  to  Manager.  In  1948  he  was  appointed 
the  first  General  Manager  of  V/NBT.  He  was  transferred  in  1950  to 
Los  Angeles  to  become  General  Manager  of  KRCA  (then  KNBH) .

Highlighting  NBC»s  activities  in  Chicago  will  be  the  Sunday, 
April  15,  dedication  of  WNBQ,  NBC  owned  station  in  Chicago,  as  the 
world's  first  all-color  television  station  with  ceremonies  in  the 
Merchandise  Mart. 

On  that  date  Mr.  Sarnoff  will  inaugurate  WNBQ's  color 
service  on  a  colorcast  segment  of  NBC's  "Wide  Wide  World"  program 
at  approximately  5:15  p.m.,  EST. 

Jules  Herbuveaux,  NBC  Vice  President  and  General  Manager  of 
WNBQ  and  VJMAQ,  will  be  host  to  several  hundred  notable  guests  at  the 
inauguration.  These  will  include  local,  state  and  U.S.  Government 
officials;  civic,  educational,  religious  and  business  leaders;  RCA 
and  NBC  executives  and  representatives  of  NBC  affiliated  stations.

Alfred  R.  Stem,  assistant  to  the  President  of  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company,  has  been  elected  a  Vice  President  of  the  Kagran 
Corporation,  wholly-owned  NBC  subsidiary,  and  will  be  in  charge  of 
its  newly-created  NBC  Theatrical  Division,  it  was  announced  today  by 
Alan  W.  Livingston,  President  of  Kagran. 

In  addition  to  his  duties  with  Kagran,  Mr.  Stern  will 
continue  as  assistant  to  Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  NBC  President. 

Under  Mr.  Stern's  supervision,  the  new  NBC  Theatrical 
Division  will  direct  the  operations  of  both  the  NBC  Opera  Company  and 
the  NBC  Television  Opera  Theatre.  The  latter  was  formed  seven  years 
ago  to  broaden  the  audience  for  operas  by  bringing  it  into  the  homes 
of  all  the  American  public.  Since  its  inception  the  television 
series  has  been  critically  acclaimed  for  helping  opera  emerge  as 
vital,  modern  and  visually  exciting  theatre. 

It  is  contemplated  that  the  NBC  Television  Opera  Theatre  for 
the  1956-57  season  will  do  six  operas  --  one  a  month  --  from  November 
through  April.  Pour  of  the  operas  will  be  standard  classical  works 
and  two  will  be  new  productions.

Last  December  the  creation  of  the  NBC  Opera  Company,  tele¬ 
vision’s  first  touring  company,  was  announced.  The  tour,  beginning 
Oct,  15,  1956,  for  eight  weeks,  will  be  presented  Jointly  by  RCA  and 
NBC  in  over  4o  major  cities,  extending  from  the  Atlantic  seaboard 
through  the  Midwest  and  Southwest.  During  its  initial  season,  the 
new  company  will  present  two  of  the  most  appealing  productions  in  all 
opera  --  "Madam  Butterfly"  and  "The  Marriage  of  Figaro." 

Samuel  Chotzinoff,  musical  consultant  for  NBC,  will  continue 
as  producer  of  both  the  NBC  Opera  Company  and  the  NBC-TV  Opera  Theatre, 
and  Peter  Herman  Adler  will  continue  as  music  and  artistic  director 
of  both. 

Charles  Polacheck  will  be  associate  producer  of  the  NBC-TV 
Opera  Theatre.  Chandler  Cowles  recently  was  appointed  general  manager 
of  the  NBC  Opera  Company,  the  touring  unit. 

Offices  of  the  NBC  Opera  Company  will  be  at  1270  Sixth 
Avenue  in  New  York.  The  NBC  Television  Opera  Theatre  will  move  into 
new  quarters  at  15O-I52  West  56th  Street.  This  space  has  been 
especially  renovated  to  Include  offices,  rehearsal  studios  and 
coaching  facilities. 

In  addition  to  the  NBC  Theatrical  Division,  other  operations 
of  Kagran  include  the  NBC  Television  Films  and  the  handling  of 
subsidiary  rights  for  various  top  network  properties  and  personalities. 

Mr.  Stern  Joined  NBC  in  January,  1952,  as  project  officer 
for  NBC-TV  programming,  and  in  turn  became  supervisor  of  program 
production  personnel  for  the  television  network,  then  business 
manager  of  NBC-TV ’s  technical  operations.

FRENCH  GOVERNMENT  NAMES  NBC'S  BEN  GRAUER 
A  CHEVALIER  OF  THE  LEGION  OF  HONOR 

Ben  Grauer,  NBC  Commentator  and  Special  Events  reporter,  w; 
named  a  Chevalier  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  by  decree  of  the  French 
government  this  week,  receiving  the  award  from  Count  Jean  de  Lagarde. 
Consul  General  of  France,  in  a  special  ceremony  yesterday  at  the 
French  Consulate  in  New  York. 

Grauer,  whose  reporting  activities  related  to  the  French 
and  French  culture  date  back  to  his  first  NBC  assignments  almost  25 
years  ago,  is  also  well-known  as  a  narrator,  sports  commentator,  pane 
moderator  and  master  of  ceremonies. 

In  a  letter  to  Grauer  announcing  the  award,  French  Ambass¬ 
ador  Maurice  Couve  de  Murvllle  said:  "I  am  happy  to  congratulate 
you  on  the  bestowal  of  this  distinction  which  is  an  expression  of 
appreciation  from  the  French  Government  for  the  thoughts  you  have 
expressed  concerning  France  on  numerous  occasions." 

Among  his  assignments  pertaining  to  France  were  the 
Normandie's  maiden  voyage  in  1935j  the  inaugural  broadcast  from  the 
French  Pavilion  at  the  1939  New  York  World's  Fair,  coverage  of  the 
Paris  Peace  Conference  in  1946,  the  UN  Meeting  in  Paris  in  1948,  and 
numerous  special  interviews  and  panel  discussions  involving  French 
political  figures. 

In  addition  to  local  and  network  radio  newscasts,  Grauer 's 
NBC  schedule  Includes  acting  as  editor  on  BIG  STORY  (TV)  and  host  on 
MONITOR  (Radio)  the  BOSTON  SYMPHONY  ORCHESTRA  concerts  (Radio)  and 
MARCH  OF  MEDICINE  (TV) .

Honors  Also  Go  to  "Producers'  Showcase,"  Perry  Como, 
"Biographies  in  Sound"  and  "Assignment:  India"

The  National  Broadcasting  Company  won  five  George  Foster 
Peabody  honors  today. 

Sylvester  L.  Weaver  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Board,  won  the 
radio-television  public  service  award;  "Producers'  Showcase"  won  an 
award  for  television  dramatic  entertainment;  Perry  Como  won  the  tele¬ 
vision  entertainment  award;  "Biographies  in  Sound"  won  an  award  for 
radio  education;  and  "Assignment:  India"  was  given  a  citation  for 
television  promotion  of  international  understanding. 

The  awards  were  presented  today  (Wednesday,  April  11)  at  a 
luncheon  meeting  of  the  Radio  and  Television  Executives  Society  of 
New  York.  Taking  part  in  the  presentations  were  publisher  Bennett 
Cerf,  Chairman  of  the  Peabody  Advisory  Board,  and  Dean  John  E.  Drewry 
of  the  Henry  F.  Grady  School  of  Journalism,  University  of  Georgia, 
which  administers  the  Peabody  awards.

The  awards  were  established  in  honor  of  the  late  George 
Foster  Peabody,  banker  and  philanthropist,  "to  recognize  distinguished 
achievement  and  the  most  meritorious  public  service  rendered  each 
year  by  radio  and  television." 

Mr.  Weaver  was  honored  "for  broadening  the  horizons  of 
television;  for  initiating  a  series  of  daring  innovations  that  the 
rest  of  the  industry,  like  it  or  not,  has  had  to  imitate;  and,  above 
all,  for  showing  a  respect  for  the  intelligence  of  the  public, 
refreshing  and  commendable  among  officials  in  comparable  high  places 
in  the  television  hierarchy."  Specifically  cited  among  Mr.  Weaver's 
"pioneering  program  concepts"  were  "Wide  Wide  World,"  the  Spectaculars, 
and  the  radio  services  "Monitor"  and  "Weekday." 

"Producers'  Showcase"  was  honored  "for  presenting  on  a 
grand  scale  great  classics  of  dramatic  entertainment  for  family 
audiences  across  the  nation;  and  for  utilizing  top  talent,  a  choice 
block  of  evening  time,  and  lavish  technical  facilities  in  the 
achievement  of  high  quality  television  drama." 

The  award  for  "Biographies  in  Sound"  stated:  "Auspiciously 
launched  with  a  program  based  on  the  life  of  Winston  Churchill,  and 
concerning  itself  with  such  worthies  as  Helen  Hayes,  Carl  Sandburg, 
Bernard  Shaw,  and  Thomas  Wolfe,  'Biographies  in  Sound'  combines  the 
words  of  important  and  interesting  persons  with  significant  evalu¬ 
ations  by  those  sufficiently  close  to  them  to  speak  with  authority. 

If,  as  Emerson  said,  'there  is  properly  no  history,  only  biography,' 
and  if,  as  Dr.  Joseph  Collins  said,  'biography  is  instructive  to 
youth,  inspiring  to  maturity,  and  solacing  to  old  age, '  here  is  a  new 
concept  in  radio  programming  which  adds  dimensions  not  only  to 

biography,  but  to  history  and  education  generally.

Perry  Como  was  commended  especially  for  his  "charm  and 
disarming  lack  of  pretension."  The  committee  cited  him  for  "the  good 
sense  to  hire  top-grade  writers  who  bring  out  the  best"  in  him. 

Assignment:  India"  was  described  as  a  "brilliantly  done 
production.  The  committee  said  that  "all  who  saw  this  program  have  a 
better  understanding  of  a  large  and  Important  part  of  the  world  and 
its  relationship  to  the  international  situation  generally." 

Mr.  Weaver  has  created  program  concepts  designed  to  make 
broadcasting  a  more  flexible  public  service.  These  concepts  have 
furthered  the  NBC  policy  of  "enlightenment  through  exposure." 

His  "magazine"  concept,  carried  out  in  the  "Today,"  "Home" 
and  "Tonight"  shows,  has  brought  viewers  a  wide  range  of  information 
services,  including  news,  women's  features  and  documentary  segments.

The  comment  of  Terence  Harlow  of  North  Harrow,  Middlesex,  was  typical. 
"It  appeared  to  me,"  he  wrote,  "that  North  Harrow  and  Sayville  have 
a  lot  in  common  as  people  and  problems  go.  Mrs.  Gwyneth  Rowland  of 
Monmouthshire  said  she  and  her  husband  were  "enchanted  with  the 
whole  portrayal  and  thought  your  shops  quite  wonderful."

In  making  the  announcement,  Thomas  McCray,  Vice  President 
of  NBC's  Los  Angeles  station,  KRCA,  and  Dick  Llnkroum,  Director  of 
the  network's  Participation  Program  Department,  said  the  changes 
would  take  place  April  30,  when  Daylight  Saving  Time  begins,  and  would 
affect  stations  only  in  California,  Oregon  and  Washington. 

"They  were  brought  about,"  Mr.  McCray  explained,  "because 
the  network  has  become  increasingly  aware  of  the  mounting  importance 
of  the  Western  audience  to  network  television." 

In  the  first  of  the  changes,  the  "Today"  program  will  be 
telecast  "live"  (in  Los  Angeles  only)  beginning  at  6  a.m.,  PDT,  over 
KRCA.  This  means  KRCA  will  move  its  daily  starting  time  up  from 
6:45  a.m.  and  become  the  first  station  on  the  air  in  the  Los  Angeles 
area .

During  that  hour  Dave  Garroway,  the  show’s  hostj  will 
be  featured  along  with  Chet  Huntley,  already  known  to  Western 
viewers  through  his  newscasting  activities. 

From  7  to  8  a.m.,  PDT,  a  kinescope  of  the  first  hour 
of  "Today"  seen  in  the  East  will  be  telecast  to  the  entire 
Pacific  network.  This  will  be  followed  at  8  to  9  a.m.  (7  to 
8  a.m.,  PST,  in  Portland  and  Seattle  which  remain  on  Standard 
Time)  by  "Home"  which  will  be  telecast  "live"  to  all  of  the 
Pacific  network. 

To  give  the  "Home"  show  more  significance  to  Western 
audiences,  the  8:30  to  9  a.m.  segments  each  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  will  be  telecast  "live"  by  Station  KRON-TV,  San 
Francisco,  in  cooperation  with  the  editors  of  Sunset  Magazine. 
These  segments  will  deal  largely  with  preparation  of  Western 
meals.  Western  architecture  and  family  living,  among  other 
topics . 

From  9  to  11  a.m.,  PDT,  there  will  be  local  and  network 
programming  with  another  hour  of  "Today"  following  from  11  a.m. 
until  Noon.  This  hour  will  feature  Dave  Garroway  and  a  West 
Coast  personality.  Garroway ’s  segment  will  be  a  kinescope  of 
excerpts  from  an  hour  shown  earlier  in  the  East  but  at  least 
50  per  cent  of  the  hour  will  originate  "live"  from  the  West 
Coast  with  a  local  personality. 

Enthusiastic  about  the  changes,  Linkroum  said  they 
represented  bold.

IRVING  R»  LEVINE,  NBC  MOSCOW  CORRESPONDENT,  OBTAINS  EXCLUSIVE 
WRITTEN  INTERVIEW  WITH  RUSSIAN  PREMIER  BULGANIN 


Irving  R.  Levine,  NBC's  Moscow  correspondent,  obtained  an 
exclusive  written  interview  with  Russian  Premier  Nikolai  A.  Bulganin 
yesterday  (Wednesday,  April  11).  This  is  believed  to  be  the  first 
such  interview  that  the  Soviet  leader  has  given  to  an  American 
correspondent . 

In  answer  to  a  series  of  written  questions  submitted  by 
Levine,  Bulganin  declared  that  his  forthcoming  trip  to  England  with 
party  leader  Nikita  S.  Khrushchev  was  not  designed  to  undermine 
relations  between  England  and  the  United  States,  Marshal  Bulganin 
emphasized  that  establishment  of  trade  relations  with  Britain  would 
be  a  primary  objective  of  the  Soviet  talks  with  British  leaders. 

The  story,  cabled  by  Levine  from  Moscow,  was  highlighted 
last  night  on  NBC  Radio's  NEWS  OP  THE  WORLD  with  Morgan  Beatty 
(7:30  p.m.,  EST) ,  NBC-TV's  NEWS  CARAVAN  with  John  Cameron  Swayze 
(7:45  p.m.,  EST),  locally  on  WRCA-TV's  IITH  HOUR  NEWS  with  John  K.M, 
McCaffery,  and  made  front  pages  around  the  nation  this  morning. 

Levine  reported  that  on  the  eve  of  the  England  trip,  which 
is  the  highlight  of  the  current  campaign  by  Stalin's  successors  to 
try  to  show  the  world  that  Russia  has  changed  since  Stalin,  the  tone

of  Bulganin's  replies  exuded  sweetness,  light  and  friend¬ 
ship  toward  everyone.  "The  Soviet  government  seeks  to 
establish  friendly  relations  with  England  as  well  as  France 
and  the  United  States  and  other  countries,"  Premier 
Bulganin  stated.  "...There  are  no  obstacles  that  could  not 
be  eliminated  with  the  aim  to  establish  good  neighborly 
relations  between  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  United  States." 

Levine  cabled  NBC  News  In  New  York  that  he  had  sent 
Bulganin  eight  questions  by  registered  mall  on  Wednesday, 
March  28.  Yesterday,  at  7^15  Moscow  time,  he  re¬ 

ceived  a  telephone  call  from  the  Press  Department  of  the 
Soviet  Foreign  Ministry  telling  him  that  Leonid  Ilyichev, 
Chief  of  the  Press  Department,  wanted  to  see  the  corre¬ 
spondent  In  his  office  In  15  minutes,  "I  drove  to  the 
Foreign  Ministry  skyscraper,"  reported  Levine,  "where  a 
young  lady  secretary  awaited  me  with  a  pass  to  enter 
past  two  armed  guards  and  up  an  elevator  to  the  eighth 
floor,  where  I  was  ushered  into  Ilyichev's  office. 

After  handshakes,  Ilyichev  declared,  'I  am  authorized 
to  inform  you  that  Chairman  of  the  Council  Minister 
Bulganin  has  replied  to  your  questions.'  He  then  handed 
me  four  pages  of  replies  written  in  Russian."

"Think,”  he  added,  "how  much  the  historical  reality  and  the 
emotional  impact  of  a  program  like  'Wide  Wide  World'  will  be 
heightened  when  shown  in  color. 

"I  am  sure  that  stations  throughout  America  will  shortly 
follow  WNBQ's  lead  to  provide  all-color  television  all  over  America; 
and,  of  course,  'Wide  Wide  World'  will  one  day  be  in  color.

Pour  months  after  its  introduction,  NBC-TV's  Program 
Extension  Plan  (PEP)  has  stim\ilated  an  unprecedented  74  per  cent 
Increase  in  network  sponsored  hours  for  the  49  smaller  market  stations 
Included  in  the  plan,  Robert  W,  Sarnoff,  President  of  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company,  announced  today. 

More  than  1,400,000  television  homes  serving  a  public  of 
8,000,000  are  covered  by  stations  in  the  PEP  plan. 

In  tracing  the  tremendous  progress  of  PEP,  which  was 
pioneered  by  NBC  for  the  specific  purpose  of  providing  more  network 
programming  to  many  communities  which  otherwise  would  not  receive  it, 
Mr,  Sarnoff  pointed  out: 

That  45  different  programs  have  been  ordered  for  PEP 
stations  by  53  of  the  nation’s  leading  advertisers. 

That  the  total  volume  of  NEC-sponsored  programming  on  the 
PEP  stations  has  increased  from  l,04l  hours  to  1,809  hours  per  month. 

That  lineup  increases  brought  about  by  PEP  now  run  as  high 
as  45  additional  small  market  stations  per  program  --  stations  which 
would  not  have  been  ordered  except  for  PEP,

NBC  has  long  been  aware  of  the  problem  of  providing  more 
network  programming  to  the  smaller  communities  and  has  taken  a  series 
of  steps  to  meet  this  problem,"  Mr.  Sarnoff  said.  "Under  the  Program 
Service  Plan,  which  NBC  introduced  in  September,  1954,  a  variety  of 
sponsored  NBC-TV  programs  are  made  available,  with  commercial 
announcements  deleted,  to  affiliated  stations  not  ordered  by  the 
sponsor.  And  under  the  more  recent  PEP,  which  became  effective  last 
November,  we  have  made  it  increasingly  attractive  for  sponsors  to 
order  many  more  smaller  market  stations  for  their  network  programs 
than  they  have  in  the  past." 

Initially  applicable  to  44  stations,  PEP  now  covers  49 
NBC-TV  affiliates.  The  most  recent  stations  to  join  are  KLIX-TV, 

Twin  Falls,  Idaho,  and  KPBB-TV  in  Great  Palls,  Mont.  PEP's  50th 
station,  WDAM-TV,  Hattiesburg,  Miss.,  will  join  the  network  in  June 
and  the  51st,  WCBI-TV,  Columbus,  Miss.,  in  July.  Other  additions  will 
further  expand  the  group  in  coming  months . 

The  substantial  increase  in  amount  of  sponsored  NBC 
programs  placed  on  these  49  smaller  market  stations  is  the  result  of 
the  PEP  principle  which  reduces  the  network  advertiser’s  cost  of 
using  such  stations  through  a  "dividend, "  the  cost  of  which  is  borne 
by  NBC  without  any  reduction  in  the  rates  of  the  PEP  stations.  For 
example,  an  advertiser  who  uses  all  PEP  stations  pays  for  only  half 
the  group  and  gets  the  other  half  as  a  dividend  without  charge. 

Network  advertisers  can  thus  advantageously  Include  these  stations  in 
their  lineups  and  obtain  the  benefits  of  wider  coverage  and  better 
penetration  of  the  national  market.

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The  stations  also  are  benefited  by  the  increase  in  their 
revenues  and  the  strengthening  of  their  program  schedule,  and  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  viewers  have  the  opportunity  to  enjoy  popular  network 
shows  which  otherwise  would  not  be  available  to  them. • 

NBC-TV’s  Program  Service  Plan,  providing  sponsored  network 
programs  to  affiliated  stations  not  ordered  by  the  network  advertiser, 
has  brought  14  top  shows  to  a  total  of  6l6  stations  that  did  not 
carry  these  programs  previously.

The  Ohio  State  Awards  were  announced  today  (Monday,  April  l6) 
at  the  Twentieth  American  Exhibition  of  Educational  Radio  and  Tele¬ 
vision  Programs,  which  is  being  held  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  Institute  for  Education  by  Radio-Television  of 
Ohio  State  University. 

"Wide  Wide  World"  won  the  special  award  for  cultural  tele¬ 
vision  programs  because  of  its  "fascinating  and  skillful  integration 
of  educational  and  entertainment  values  that  succeeds  in  making 
viewers  of  all  ages  more  conscious  of  America's  vastness,  its  heritage, 
and  its  fabulous  and  ever- interesting  population. . .literally  bringing 
the  countryside  to  their  doorsteps,  allowing  them  to  broaden  their 
horizons  by  seeing  other  people  and  their  environment."  The  judges 
also  commended  "the  technical  wizardry  displayed  on  this  series,  along 
with  the  imagination,  research  and  hard  work  that  makes  the  smooth 
production  possible." 

"Assignment:  India,"  winner  of  the  first  award  in  TV  public 

affairs,  was  praised  as  "television  at  its  best  --  timely,  provocative, 

showing  research  and  planning;  its  photography  is  overwhelming,  its 

test  masterful."  The  judges  added:  "Chester  Bowles  seems  at  home 

and  talking  about  things  he  knows  and  understands.  The  tone  is 

hopeful;  the  pace  excellent;  the  daring  and  the  spirit  displayed  by 

the  project  beyond  criticism.  This  type  of  TV  show  can  do  much  to 

blot  out  the  power  of  Communism."

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"One,"  a  play  on  "Kraft  Television  Theatre,"  won  the  first 
award  for  television  programs  dealing  with  basic  freedoms.  The  drama 
was  commended  for  its  "piercing  portrayal  of  the  conflict  between 
totalitarianism  and  democracy  and  the  importance  of  maintaining 
individual  freedom."  The  judges  said  that  "by  focusing  on  methods 
used  by  a  totalitarian  society  to  blot  out  all  independent  thought 
and  deny  fair  procedures,  the  program  made  a  distinct  contribution  to 
Increased  understanding  of  the  values  of  freedom  and  the  principles 
of  our  democratic  society." 

The  "WRCA-TV  Workshop"  won  the  first  award  for  local  TV 
programs  of  a  cultural  nature.  "This  is  an  imaginative  and  well 
executed,  experimental  television  series  which  affords  TV  viewers 
entertainment  and  enlightenment  simultaneously,  through  a  judicious 
mixture  of  satire,  documentation  and  serious  presentation,"  the 
judges  wrote.  "The  wide  variety  of  techniques  used  on  this  series, 
ranging  from  experimental  to  the  conventional,  provides  refreshing, 
stimulating,  adult  television  fare." 

"Man  of  the  Year,"  presented  by  V/RCA-TV  in  cooperation  with 
the  Saturday  Review,  won  the  first  award  for  local  TV  programs  deal¬ 
ing  with  basic  freedoms.  The  award  stated:  "The  series  presents 
basic  aspects  of  the  American  heritage  of  freedom  as  seen  through  the 
lives  of  the  men  and  women  who  molded  it.  A  typical  program,  'John 
Marshall  Harlan;  Man  of  the  Year,  1896,'  was  a  stimulating  pre¬ 
sentation  of  the  most  timely  issue  on  the  American  scene  --  racial 
discrimination.  By  centering  attention  on  the  dissenting  Supreme 
Court  Justice  in  a  famous  1896  case,  the  program  skillfully  used  a 
personal  approach  to  this  vital  issue  of  human  freedom."

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"Live  and  Learn/'  a  program  on  "Governments  and  Human 
Nature"  presented  by  WNBQ  and  the  University  of  Chicago,  received  the 
first  award  for  systematic  instruction  by  a  local  TV  program.  The 
judges  praised  the  program  as  "an  enthusiastic  and  sincere  presenta¬ 
tion  of  a  college  class  in  political  science  televised  with 
professional  attention  to  production  details." 

"American  Adventure,"  presented  by  NBC  Radio  and  recorded 
at  the  Communications  Center,  University  of  North  Carolina,  won  the 
first  award  for  radio  programs  dealing  with  basic  freedoms.  The 
award  stated;  "For  presenting  in  an  arresting  manner,  the  importance 
of  free,  independent  thought  both  to  the  individual  and  his  community. 
For  example,  the  intrinsic  quality  of  human  freedom  is  presented  in 
a  stimulating  fashion  through  a  biographical  sketch  of  Horace  Williams 
professor  of  philosophy  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina." 

"This  Is  My  Story,"  presented  by  V/RCA  and  the  Federation 
of  Jewish  Philanthropies,  won  the  first  award  for  local  radio  pro¬ 
grams  dealing  with  personal  and  social  problems.  The  program  was 
cited  as  follows:  "Dramatic  and  arresting,  sensitive  treatment  of 
complex  social  problems.  The  script,  casting,  and  radio  techniques 
are  superb.  The  series  fearlessly  and  realistically  undertakes  the 
definition  of  what  is  normally  considered  a  difficult  subject  area." 

"Junior  Anthology,"  presented  by  WRCA,  won  the  first  award 
for  local  radio  programs  for  children  and  youth.  The  citation:  "For 
the  superb  endeavor  of  creating  genuine  interest  in  poetry,  with 
excellent  use  of  simple  radio  techniques.  With  the  judicious  selec¬ 
tion  of  recordings  and  excellent  reading  by  the  narrator,  the  program 
made  poetry  a  vivid,  exciting  experience  with  an  exceptional  education

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VARIETY  SHOWMANAGEiyiENT  PLAQUE  GOES  TO  WRC-TV,  WASHINGTON, 

FOR  'SERVING  THE  PUBLIC  INTEREST’ 

WRC-TV,  NBC's  owned  station  in  Washington,  D.C*,  received 
a  Plaque  Award  in  Variety's  latest  Showmanagement  Review  for 
"Serving  the  Public  Interest."  The  publication's  1955-56  awards  were 
announced  April  l8. 

The  station  was  cited  for  Its  demonstration,  under  the 
leadership  of  Carleton  D.  Smith,  NBC  Vice  President  and  General 
Manager,  "that  newspaper  ownership  of  rival  TV  stations  is  no  handicap 
to  promotion  of  worthwhile  public  service  projects."  Variety  saluted 
WRC-TV' s  four-program  series,  "Our  Beautiful  Potomac"  (dealing  with 
pollution  of  the  river)  which  "so  shocked  TV  viewers  that  the 
Washington  newspapers  Jumped  on  the  bandwagon  and  Joined  the  station 
in  the  crusade  for  an  end  to  pollution.  Legislation  urged  by  WRC-TV 
is  now  pending  in  both  Houses  of  Congress  and  WRC-TV  has  publicly 
announced  its  intention  of  'staying  with  the  pollution  issue'  until 
Congress  does  something  concrete." 

Variety  also  cited  WRC-TV s  other  public  service  programming, 
including  "Y.O.U,  —  Years  of  Usefulness,"  a  series  of  eight  half- 
hour  programs  produced  in  cooperation  with  the  U.S,  Department  of 
Health  and  dealing  with  medical,  social  and  economic  problems  of  the 
American  people. 

In  addition,  WRC  and  WRC-TV s  "Congressional  Series,"  in 
which  over  40  Congressional  leaders  recorded  one -minute  messages  on 
vital  subjects  was  hailed  by  Variety  as  "a  further  indication  of  the 
stations*  interest  in  preservation  of  the  American  way  of  life."

NBC  NEWS  SCORES  TV  NETWORK  'BEAT'  BY  PUTTING 
FILMS  OP  KELLY-RAINIER  WEDDING  ON  'TODAY' 

NBC  News  scored  a  TV  network  "beat"  today  (April  19) 
when  film  of  the  civil  marriage  ceremony  of  Grace  Kelly  and  Prince 
Rainier  was  presented  on  NBC-TV's  TODAY  show  at  7:15  a.m.,  EST. 

As  of  9j10  a.m.,  no  other  films  of  the  ceremony  had  been  presented 
on  rival  networks. 

Without  engaging  in  trans -Atlantic  races  of  chartered 
aircraft,  NBC  News,  by  using  rapid  kinescope  methods  in  London, 
England  and  Hamburg,  and  utilizing  the  facilities  of  regularly 
scheduled  airlines,  was  able  to  present  its  film  first. 

Kines  were  made  from  the  pictures  and  sound  transmitted 
over  Eurovision,  the  European  television  network.  The  film,  which 
lasted  four  minutes  and  38  seconds,  had  a  special  sound  track  which 
had  been  recorded  separately  for  maximiam  quality.  Technicians  were 
able  to  match  two  minutes  and  49  seconds  of  sound  and  film  before 
rushing  the  kinescope  to  a  Pan  American  plane  waiting  at  a  London 
airport . 

The  film  arrived  at  New  York's  Idlewild  airport  at 
6:26  a.m,,  EST,  today,  and  was  cleared  through  customs  and  rushed 
to  the  "Today"  studios  by  motorcycle.  Thirty-nine  minutes  after 
its  arrival  in  this  country,  the  film  was  presented  on  TODAY, 

NBC  News  man  Prank  Blair  narrated  the  silent  portion  of 
the  film,  using  radio  dispatches  received  from  IIBC  correspondents 
in  Monaco.

Wanger  hopes  to  persuade  Greta  Garbo  to  appear  in  the  title 
role . 

There  is  no  Chinese  literature  on  Tzu  Hsl,  according 
to  Taylor,  because  she  was  considered  a  deity  by  her  people. 
Taylor's  story  concerns  her  romance  with  a  prince,  Jung  Lie, 
and  her  role  in  initiating  the  Boxer  Rebellion,  Intended  to 
evict  foreigners  from  China.  Taylor  became  interested  in 
the  story  of  the  dowager  empress  while  covering  the  final 
phases  of  World  War  II  in  the  Far  East.

1  --  Program  schedules  of  all  NBC-TV  stations  in  Daylight 
Saving  Time  areas  will  remain  unchanged. 

2  --  All  non-interconnected  stations  will  retain  their 
program  schedules  on  the  same  local  clock  hour  basis  as  before 
Daylight  Saving  Time. 

3  --  Most  programs  carried  on  a  "live"  or  kinescope  basis 
on  interconnected  stations  in  Standard  Time  areas  (Mountain  Time 
Zone  stations  excepted)  will  be  seen  one  hour  earlier,  v/lth  the 
exception  of  network  programs  between  8-9  p.m.,  NYT,  Monday  through 
Friday,  which  by  means  of  a  repeat  network  service  will  be  tele¬ 
cast  on  Eastern  Standard  stations  10-11  p.m.,EST,  and  on  Central 
Standard  stations,  9-10  p.m.,CST.

A  man  pushes  a  button  and  THEY'RE  OFF  --  3,000  miles  apart

This  horse-racing  caper  will  take  place  on  the  Sunday, 

April  29,  "Wide  Wide  World"  (NBC-TV  4-5:30  p.m.,  EDT)  when  a 
thoroughbred  at  Hollywood  (Calif.)  Park  will  race  a  thoroughbred  at 
Jamaica  (Long  Island,  N.Y.)  Race  Track  through  the  electronic  miracle 
of  the  split  screen. 

Producer  Robert  Bendick  --  with  the  aid  of  a  technical 
crew  —  will  split  the  screen  horizontally  when  George  Cassidy, 
official  starter  for  the  New  York  thoroughbred  race  tracks,  pushes 
the  button  at  Jamaica.  The  button,  connected  by  direct  wire  with 
Hollywood  Park,  will  hoist  both  starting  gates  simultaneously,  and 
the  horses  will  start  pelting  down  a  mile-and-l/l6th  track. 

The  race  will  be  horse  versus  horse,  not  horse  versus 
time.  Live  TV  cameras  will  follow  each  horse  along  a  numbered  track 
so  viewers  can  tell,  by  the  numbers  passed,  which  horse  is  ahead. 
(Since  both  horses  will,  of  necessity,  appear  simultaneously  within 
the  frame  of  the  TV  screen,  their  progress  would  otherwise  be 
confused . ) 

When  the  end  is  nearing,  however,  two  other  live  cameras 

will  take  over  to  focus  on  the  finish  line  so  winner  and  loser  will 

be  clearly  and  literally  defined.

The  film,  which  lasted 
eight  minutes  and  22  seconds  had  a  special  sound  track  which  had  been 
recorded  separately  for  maximum  quality.  The  voice  on  film  was  that 
of  Rev.  John  Carton,  the  Kelly's  Philadelphia  parish  priest,  reading 

the  religious  service  in  English. 

The  film  arrived  at  New  York's  Idlewlld  airport  at  5:15  a.m,, 
EST,  via  El  A1  Israel  Airlines  from  London.  The  film  was  processed 
and  edited  at  NBC's  uptown  photo  studio  and  rushed  to  the  "Today"  set.

Since  then,  he  has  unlocked  a  whole 
storeroom  of  miscellaneous  talents  that  have  brought  him  fame  and 
prestige  outside  the  broadcasting  field. 

He  is  currently  starring  in  the  title  role  in  "The  Benny 
Goodman  Story"  in  movie  houses  throughout  the  country  and  has  become 
a  serious  author  with  his  book  of  short  stories,  "Fourteen  for 
Tonight."

ROBERT  W.  SARNOFP  SAYS  TV  NETWORKS  HAVE  BUILT 
UNIQUE  PATTERN  OF  SERVICE  TO  THE  PUBLIC 

NBC  President  Tells  ’Meet  the  Press'  Dinner  That  Television 
Cannot  Advance  by  Aping  Hollywood  or  Confining 
Itself  to  Stereotype  Programming 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.,  April  28  --  Television's  greatest  strides 
have  been  made  through  the  development  of  network  programming 
techniques  --  through  new  departures  which  no  other  program  source 
has  attempted  to  develop  or  is  likely  to  --  Robert  V/.  Sarnoff, 
President  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company,  told  a  distinguished 

Washington  audience  tonight. 

"Television  as  a  national  communications  system  cannot 
advance  by  aping  Hollywood,  nor  by  confining  itself  to  stereotype 
programming,"  he  said. 

Network  coverage  of  the  national  political  conventions  and 
election  campaign  dramatically  illustrates  the  unique  value  of  tele¬ 
vision  for  the  nation,  Mr.  Sarnoff  said.  He  predicted  total  network 

(more ) 
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audiences  of  up  to  100,000,000  Americans  during  dramatic  highspots  of 
the  forthcoming  conventions  and  election  campaign. 

In  a  broad  review  of  the  role  of  network  television  in 
American  democracy,  Mr.  Sarnoff  said  that  network  programming 
innovations  have  "met  a  public  need;  have  set  new  bench  marks  for 
broadcasting,  and  are  proving  to  be  commercially  successful." 

The  path  to  better  television,  he  asserted,  lies  in  more 
discriminating  selection  of  programs  by  the  audience  and  this  is  the 
path  the  public  seems  to  be  following. 

Mr,  Sarnoff  spoke  at  a  banquet  honoring  the  tenth  anniver¬ 
sary  of  NBC's  "Meet  the  Press"  program  and  its  executive  producer, 
Lawrence  E.  Spivak,  The  dinner  was  held  at  the  Sheraton-Fark  Hotel. 

Senator  Alben  W.  Barkley  (D.-Ky.)  and  Senator  William  P. 
Knowland  (R. -Calif.)  were,  along  with  Mr.  Spivak,  the  other  principal 
speakers  at  the  dinner  attended  by  more  than  500  leading  figures  in 
national  and  international  affairs,  business,  education  and  communica¬ 
tions. 

Mr.  Sarnoff  pointed  out  that  the  increasing  trend  towards 
selectivity  in  tuning  has  resulted  in  huge  audiences  for  the  great 
cultural  attractions  offered  by  network  programming.  More  than 
67,000,000  persons  tuned  to  "Peter  Pan"  and  more  than  30,000,000  to 
the  Sadler's  Wells  Ballet,  he  added,  while  the  great  majority  of  the 
people  have  attended  Broadway  plays  by  network  television. 

"No  other  program  source  and  no  other  medium  can  even 
approach  the  scope,  variety  and  volume  of  daily  service  provided  by 
the  networks,"  Mr,  Sarnoff  said. 


(more ) 
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"With  color  aheadj  and  with  scores  of  new  and  fine  programs 
in  the  planning  stage ,  with  increasing  public  acceptance  of  our 
product,  I  believe  the  future  of  network  television  is  immeasurable." 

Urging  that  television  be  given  equal  opportunity  with  other 
media  to  attend  events  of  public  interest,  Mr.  Sarnoff  said; 

"Television  is  the  eyes  and  ears  of  the  people.  If  it  is 
denied  access  to  subjects  upon  which  the  people  should  be  Informed,  it 
is  not  television  which  suffers  --  it  is  the  people  who  suffer. 

"Once  television  wins  full  journalistic  equality  --  as  it 
must  --  it  then  will  be  in  a  position  to  contribute  even  more  fully 
to  the  broad  democratic  goal  of  a  fully-informed  public." 

The  networks  aim  constantly  to  increase  the  size  of  the 
discriminating  audience  and  to  help  raise  the  general  taste  to  higher 
levels,  Mr,  Sarnoff  said.  The  public  in  turn  must  be  expected  to 
devote  care  and  attention  to  program  selection  in  order  to  improve 
program  quality,  he  asserted, 

"I  do  not  suggest  that  all  network  programs,  or  for  that 
matter  all  station  programs,  are  of  superior  quality,"  he  explained. 
"All  of  us  know  that  there  are  poor  ones,  too.  This  is  inevitable  in 
a  mass  medium  that  broadcasts  nearly  around  the  clock  and  that  seeks 
to  serve  all  the  people  with  all  their  differing  tastes.  But,  the 
great  advantage  of  the  American  system  of  broadcasting  is  that  the 
public  can  choose  what  it  wishes  to  hear  and  see  on  the  air. 

"This  privilege  of  selection  --  a  priceless  one  --  is  being 
exercised  with  increasing  frequency  by  the  American  public.  It  is 
resulting  in  better  programming  because  as  the  public  becomes  more

discriminating  in  its  selection  of  programs^  the  broadcaster  becomes 
progressively  more  responsive  in  offering  quality  programs, 

"Surely,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  the  public  to  devote 
to  the  selection  of  a  'free  '  program  at  least  tlie  same  attention  that 
it  gives  in  selecting  a  theatre  production,  a  movie,  or  a  magazine  or 
newspaper  for  which  it  pays.  This  is  the  path  to  better  television, 
and  the  public  seems  to  be  following  it  in  increasing  measure." 

Among  the  outstanding  network  attractions  which  typify 
programming  innovations,  Mr,  Sarnoff  listed  the  following;  NBC 
Spectaculars,  "See  It  Now,"  "Wide  Wide  World,"  "Project  20,"  "Home" 
and  "Today." 

The  success  of  the  networks  in  satisfying  the  diverse 
tastes  and  interests  of  the  nationwide  public  can  be  measured  by  the 
huge  growth  of  the  industry,  Mr.  Sarnoff  pointed  out.  Within  ten 
years,  he  said,  the  public  has  purchased  more  than  37^000,000  tele¬ 
vision  sets,  spends  more  time  with  television  than  with  any  other 
leisure  activity,  and  has  brought  into  being  a  major  industry  at  a 
pace  faster  than  that  of  any  other  in  American  history.
